per week o Their earnings for this service approximated $00 to 600 forints 
monthly. Medical doctors working f02? the state on a full time basis could 
earn from 1,5_00 to 3$ 000 forints monthly. All medical doctors practiced privately 
after their regular state hours and their total income was not readily com- 
putable. An average visit to a general practitioner’s office cost between 
30 and $0 forints. Visits to dental offices usually. cost a patient about 25 
or 30 forints for each tooth -worked on or filled. 

2<» Attorneys at law in private practice earned an average of 2,000 to 3# 000 

forints monthly. Attorneys daring enough to accept difficult or potentially 
hazardous cases could earn as much as 5»000 forints per month.
